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The New Age in Collecting 


By W. T. Jackson 


There has indeed been a new era 
emerge in the philatelic history of 
the Commonwealth. The pressures of 
the last war have brought forth a 
new school of collectors who have 
readily matured to the stage whereby 
they can readily stand as philatelists 
of the New Age. They embrace the 
collection and study of the stamps 
of the Commonwealth issued since 
1937. These ever growing Geo. VI 
specialists are playing a large and 
increasingly important part in the 
growth of our hobby-stamp collect- 
ing. 

Indeed, there are numerous reas- 
ons for this major shift in collecting 
activity. It is evident to one watch- 
ing the field of collecting in Eng- 
land, that the “Geo. VI Era” has 
hardly begun to flower forth in Am- 
erica, as yet. But the seeds are sown, 
the roots have grown, and the trend 
is quickly snowballing. That it will 
continue onward to include the new 
Elizabethan period, I think, is in- 
evitable. 

The growing scarcity and conse- 
quently the increasing cost of the 
older issues has been a major factor 
in the turn towards the New Age. 
The virtual impossibility of obtain- 
ing these old stamps in top condition 
has forced the condition crank to 
turn to these modern issues, in which 
considerable attention has been given 
to using machines to overcome 
straight edges and  off-centered 
copies. The dream of completion be- 
comes a reality within practical 
grasp. The wartime conditions were 
instrumental in bringing forth a de- 
luge of varieties acceptable to the 
taste of any philatelist. The factor 
that has made this truly the New 
Era is the beauty of colour and pic- 
toral design evident in the stamps 
of this period. The great attraction 
for new collectors and the average 
collector undoubtedly is wrapped up 
in the eye-appealing nature of these 
stamps and their historical portray- 
als. 

After such a flowery introduction 
you might wonder at the purpose of 
this article. It would be my hope to 
discuss some of these interesting is- 
sues of the New Age, with the idea 


of stimulating interest among those 
concerned. Thus, I might be able to 
both give and receive information 


that could assist the growth of this 
new school. I would welcome your 
ideas on establishing such a column 
of review. 

For the present I would like to dis- 
cuss the 1938 issue of Barbados, tak- 
ing it value by value, and adding a 
few personal remarks. The prices. 
listed will represent average market 
valuations for very fine stamps, and 
exclude bargain and special sale quo- 
tations.

RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


For the benefit of its readers the 
July Gibbons monthly (London) re- 
printed in full with permission, a 
wonderful article entitled “Philatelic 
Expertization by Mr. Theodore E. 
Steinway, which had previously ap- 
peared in the Collectors Club Phila- 
telist of New York. 

It is an article which should be 
read by all collectors. The author's 


experience over many years proves 
conclusively the benefit that actual 
study can bring to any philatelist. 
Reference is made to present day 
gadgets which many of us use, and 
although of help in many respects, 
Mr. Steinway states “that knowledge 
is essential to interpret the manifes- 
tations of a scientific instrument, 
which comes only after years of seri- 
ous study and handling of stamps, 
that knowledge will always remain 
the expert's best tool, and will never 
be supplanted by any instrument.” 

This remarkable article covering in 
detail a large field of expression is 
the finest of its kind which in my 
opinion has ever been published. 

In a London Weekly, reference is 
made to our ten cent Albert of 1859, 
in the black brown shade, a recog- 
nized stamp by all of us here. The 
team “changeling” given this stamp 
by a writer in the old country is 
ridiculous, and I am expecting some 
severe criticism to this statement. 
will appear shortly. 

The report from Austria that a 
lady there has discovered a stamp 
issued in 1830, will amuse thousands 
of collectors. It was stated that an 
offer of $120,000 had been refused 
for this extraordinary’ discovery. 
Strange is it not, that we have no 
official listing of such an item. Until 
actual proof can be given, we will 
all still believe the 1d black of Great 
Britain in 1840 to be the champion 
number one first stamp. 

Gibbons of London are putting on 
the market a new color guide which 
will include 75 colors produced by a 
famous firm of specialist color print- 
ers. It is to be hoped that at last 
we may be given something of sub- 
stantial benefit, for it is the truth, 
a gadget that many of us require, 
for color shades are a puzzle to many 
collectors, and the cause of a great 
deal of controversy. 

Will Canada be first with issues 
of Queen Elizabeth stamps. We are 
told they are in preparation. It will 
be interesting to see which country 
in the British Empire will have the 
honor of first issuing the new 
stamps. The latest here is that we 
are to have a new Te and 15c stamp. 

So long everybody, see you again 
next month I hope.

Prices in the Good Old Days 


Mr. Kelson's column in the July- 
Aug. number says few collectors

Certainly no one ever dreamed that 
present prices would be reached. 
There seemed to be too many stamps 
always on the market. Who could 
forsee the intense specialization that 
has taken place in these early stamps 
with hundreds of collectors trying to 
plate them ?—Wm.

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U.S. NOTES 


By Marion Dick Peyton 


The United Nations Postal Admin- 
istration issued its first postal card 
on July 18. These cards are of the 
same dimensions and general style of 
the standard U.S. postal card and 
are printed in blue, The 2c imprinted 


stamp has the same design as that 
used on the 112c and 50c stamps of 
the U.N. regular series. This design 
shows the U.N. Headquarters build- 
ing in New York City with the U.N. 
emblem in the back ground. And this 
emblem is also printed in blue in the 
upper left hand corner of the cards. 
The First Day cancellation is a ma- 
chine U.N. emblem. 

On August 29 the U.N. air letter 
sheet had its First Day. This im- 
printed stamp is in the swallows and 
emblem design of the air mail stamps 
in the first U.N. series. The outside 
of the sheet has a pale blue back 
ground with white lettering carrying 
the identification “United Nations” 
in the fine official languages of this 
international organization: Chinese, 
English, French, Russian and Span- 
ish, 

The U.N .plans to issue shortly a 
3c stamped envelope and an air mail 
envelope, but no anouncement of is- 
sue dates and first day arrangements 
for these items of postal stationery 
have been made yet. 

The Mount Rushmore stamp was 
issued on August 11 at Keystone, 
S.D. The persons depicted on this 
stamp are George Washington, Thos. 
Jefferson, Theodore Roosevelt and 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Dates of issue, first day cities and 
details of the remaining 3c commem- 
orative stamps promised this year 
have not been officially announced 
yet. 

The so called “Small Lincoln” 
postal card was issued July 31 at 
Washington, D.C. 

The 3c commemorative honouring 
the newspaper boys of America will 
be placed on first day sale October 
4th in Philadelphia, Pa. 

The design pictures a newsboy de- 
livering a paper in the left end of 
the stamp. In the right end of the 
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design will be a torch grouped in a 
human hand, symbolic of free enter- 


prise. In the back ground a group of 
homes. In the center the wording 
“In Recognition of the Important 
Service Rendered Their Communities 
and Their Nation by America’s 
Newspaper Boys.” The boy's paper 
bag bears the legend, “Busy Boys 
are Better Boys.” 

Post Offices in ten communities 
have been authorized to use special 
event slogan cancellations. A few 
that are to be used several months 
are: 

1. Berue, Indiana, “Berue Centen- 
ial/Celebration/ August 17-23, 1952.” 
To be used through December 31. 

2. Woodstock, Virginia. “Bi-cen- 
tennial Celebration/Woodstock, Vir- 
ginia/Oct. 3-4, 1952.” To be used 
through October 4. 

3. Brunswick, Georgia. “Glynn 
County/1777 (Map) 1952/175th An- 
niversary.” To be used through De- 
cember 31. 

4. Santa Claus, Indiana. “1852- 
1952/Santa Claus/Centennial.” This 
is a pictorial cancellation and shows 
a picture of the patron saint of 
Christmas. It will be used through 
December 31. 

Eighteen more post offices will use 
the “U.S. Treasury/Defence Bond/ 
Flag City” Slogan cancellations, but 
the list is too long for the space al- 
lotted this column. Anyone interested 
can write for it. The writer will be 
glad to service covers for anyone in- 
terested in collecting them. Very fine 
cacheted envelopes are used and 
these make a beautiful collection of 
covers, 

Quebec City is using a slogan can- 
cellation which reads “Visit the Ex- 
position Provincial Quebec/The 
Greatest Event of the Season.” 

This one will be too late for read- 
ers but the American Air Mail So- 
ciety which met at the Monticello 
Hotel in Norfilk, Va., on the 29th and 
31st of August used a special cancel- 
prey at a special exhibition post of- 
ice. 

I have a list of covers pertaining 
to the Royal Visit of Elizabeth and 
Philip which could be published in 
this column if readers would like it. 
There are many different and desir- 
able covers of the 1951 Royal Visit.

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Postal Horn Not So Long Extinct 


By A. W. McIntyre 


Use of the postal horn is not so 
long extinct as many  philatelists 
imagine. Most literature, although 
yather skimp on the topic, tend to 
relegate the postal horn to the days 
of the Royal Mail coaches of last 
century, so far as Canada is concern- 
ed, and mainly by the long distance 
coaches that preceded the railways. 

Postal horns pretty well passed 
out finally with the horse-drawn 
stages, for long since most rural mail 
stages have used the motor car. Eng- 
lish friends tell me that it was not 
so many years ago that they heard 
the postal horn used on a famous 
mail coach run not far from old Lon- 
don. 

Personally I have rather fond re- 
collections of hearing the welcome 
sound of the postal horn over the 
hills and dales of a summer evening 
in the Ottawa Valley of old Ontario, 
round about forty years ago. Its clar- 
jon voice told of the close approach 
of the horse-drawn mail stages to the 
village post office, and the much-an- 
ticipated and often late arrival—de- 
pending upon road conditions — of 
the mail which brought the daily 
newspapers of Ottawa, Montreal and 
Toronto. 

As a junior stamp collector, I was 
always enthralled by the design of 
the second issue of postage stamps 
of Hungary, 1871, which presented a 
representation of an envelope or let- 
ter along with the postal horn. On 
that country’s issue of newspaper 
stamps, the postal horn was even 
more clearly portrayed. This symbol 
has also appeared on stamps of other 
European countries. 

Historically the postal horn is tied 
right in with the story of movement 
of the mails or post through the 
centuries. Its official use gained pri- 
vileges for operation of the mail 
coaches. Accordingly the postal horn 
was accorded a proud place on the 
uniforms of postal officials as a 
recognized insignia. 

European Invention 

Earliest references to the postal 
horn usually credit its origin to 
Francois de Taxis, who in 1500 was 
appointed Postmaster General of The 
Netherlands with the responsibility 


of establishing communication be- 
tween Brussels and Vienna, and to 
Paris, Rome and Naples and other 
places on the continent. In order to 
make certain that the mails were not 
delayed and to clearly establish the 
postillions’ right of way on the high- 
ways of the time, he equipped his 
posts with deep-toned instruments, 
modelled after. the hunting trumpet. 
These became known as the postal 
horn. 

Oddly enough the inventor’s name 
is suggestive of the introduction 400 
years later of the taxis and motor 
car, use of which doomed mail stages 
and postal horns, 

In the early days of its use the 
postal horn was a real symbol of 
authority for it gained priority in the 
choice and use of post horses along 
early staging routes. And en route 
by use of “the horn of the post” the 
travelling public, whether using 
horse-drawn vehicles or slow moving 
ox-carts were warned that they were 
obligated to clear the way for the 
Imperial Post. 

Law books record a decree of 1542 
which very expressly “forbid whom- 
soever to go post haste, to carry a 
postal horn or to sound the said horn 
during the night unless dispatched 
by the Emperor or his well-beloved 
sister.” The latter reference was to 
Mary of Hungary. It provides the 
historical basis for the use of the 
postal horn on early stamps of Hun- 
gary 330 years later. 

The excerpt from the imperial de- 

cree also reveals the origin of the 
phrase so frequently seen on the cor- 
ners of personal letters passing 
through the mails fifty years ago— 
“poste haste.” The original idea of 
priority for the mails in the matter 
of transport seems to have dimmed 
as the years roll by, one pauses to 
reflect. 
_ The phrase “during the night” was 
intended to guard against unauthor- 
ized use of the postal horn to gain 
admittance under cover of darkness 
to walled cities where bridges had to 
be lowered or gates opened. 


Transplanted in Canada 


From Europe the postal horn was 
transplanted to the British Isles and

appears to have been in use in the 
coaching days of Charles Dickens. It 
seems a natural sequel to find it 
transplanted into Canada during the 


first part of the 19th century when 
the post office in Canada was direct- 
ed by the British Government. For, 
it was in use when the Province of 
Canada took over the post office in 
1851 and issued the first postage 
stamps of which the centenary has 
just been celebrated. 

By 1830, according to an historical 
chapter on Stage Coaches in (Holmes 
Handbook of Canada,—London, Ont., 
1943) William Heller's Royal Mail 
Line of four-horse coaches operated 
between Montreal and Niagara but 
by 1870 most of the important stage 
lines were superceded by railways. 
This book recalls that “it was cus- 
tomary for the stage driver to sound 
the postal horn as he drew near a 
village.” 

Use of the postal horn was carried 
along into the Dominion of Canada 


which was confederated in 1867, em- 


bodying the earlier stamp issuing 
provinces of Canada, New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia and Prince Ed- 
ward Island; later admitting British 
Columbia, another B.N.A. colony that 
issued stamps. 

Section 363 of the Canada Post 
Office Act, 1867, read: “Every cour- 
ler should carry a postal hora and 
sound the same distinctly two or 
three times on approaching and leav- 
ing a post office.”” 

And, according to Jarrett's “Stand- 
ard B.N.A. Catalogue,” — Toronto, 
1929, the postmaster general's in- 
struction to couriers embodied that 
ruling as late as 1867. 

It seems quite probable that refer- 
ence to postal horns was included 
among instructions to mail couriers 
long afterward. Certain it was that 
drivers of His Majesty's royal mails 
on the king's highway in the present 
century claimed the right-of-way for 
the mail stages whether driving 
along narrow, muddy roads of sum- 
mer or snow-filled winter trails of 
single beaten tracks, when turning 
off to meet or pass a team of horses 
was often difficult. 

In 1910, John E. McCready Black- 
burn, mail courier, operating daily 


between Middleville and Lanark, used 
the postal horn, sounding it as he 
neared Middleville, also on passing 
through Herron's Mills served en 
route — both Lanark County post 
offices in Ontario. 


FORMER CANADIAN 


Jamestown, July 20. — T. James 
Clarke of 38 Chales St., a widely 
known local industrialist and curio 
enthusiast, died here in General Hos- 
pital where he had been a patient 
for about a month. The hospital said 
Mr. Clarke was 72 years old. 

He was president and founder of 
the T. James Clarke Box and Label 
Works, Inc., here, vice president and 
director of the Furniture Manufac- 
turers Bldg., and director of the fol- 
lowing: Jamestown Telephone Corp.; 
Chautaqua County National Bank & 
Trust, Hotel Jamestown, Inc. and Me- 
Court Label Cabinet Co., of Brad- 
ford, EA, 

Mr. Clarke was a life member and 
past president of the American Num- 
ismatic Association, and belonged to 
many American and foreign coin and 
stamp clubs. He was a member of 
all Masonic orders and belonged to 
many civic organizations in James- 
town. 

Born in Campbellford, Ont., Mr. 
Clarke first came to Jamestown in 
1900, when he founded the Clarke & 
Dorman Drug Box Co. Later he be- 
came vice president and superin- 
tendent of the Koehle Box Co. here, 
which was moved to Cincinnati. In 
1916 Mr, Clarke returned to James- 
town and founded his present firm, 
which is one of the largest drug 
box manufacturing concerns in the 
country. 

Surviving are his wife and several 
nephews.

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YOUNGSTERS ARE LOSING 
INTEREST 

Anderson, S.C. — The campaign 
to promote stamp collecting for pro- 
fit instead of pleasure has boomer- 
anged, according to a recent survey 
completed by the American Hobby 
Federation. The national publicity 
given to philatelic finds, philatelic 
investments, etc., instead of explain- 
ing the pleasures and educational 
features of our hobby to the young 
collector at very little cost to them, 


has created the impression that 
stamp collecting is an expensive 
hobby, and they are being scared 
away. 


The following report by Richard 
Kleiner of New York, which appeared 
in a recent issue of the Anderson 
(S. C.) Daily Mail. Mr. Kleiner stat- 
ed that: 


“The decline and fall of stamp col-. 


lecting from the top spot among 
children’s hobbies had psychologists 
worried. What was the reason for the 
spectacular drop? 

“The answer, according to the Am- 
erican Federation, is pure economics 
nonetheless. It seems you can't be 
a practicing philatelist if you’re phil- 
at broke. And the high cost of living 


has resulted in many youngsters 
struggling alone on a reduced al- 
lowance. 


They can't afford to buy stamps— 
not with the rising cost of ice cream 
sodas and comic books and such—so 
they’ve had to switch to a cheaper 
hobby. Which is one reason why the 
favorite pastime of America's young- 
sters today is collecting seals and 
labels. 

That's the result of a two-year sur- 
vey of 8,414 children's hobby clubs, 
which the AHF just completed. The 
seals and labels category, not even 
in the top ten in the last survey, 1s 
the children's champ. And the top 
hobby in 1950, stamp collecting, is 
now only sixth on the list. 

While they are originally free, 
some seals and labels have matured 
into objects of value. One collector 
"somehow came into. possession of an 
old label from a Lydia Pinkham 
bottle. He's since turned down offers 
of up to $100 from avid fans. Fans 
of the hobby, that is, not Miss Pink- 
ham. 

After seals and labels on the na- 
tional list come: collecting auto- 
eraphs, model plane making, wood- 
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craft, collecting insects, stamps, 
painting, collecting dolls, photo- 


graphy, model railroading, collecting 
match box covers, collecting minia- 
tures, and collecting postcards. Nine 
of these top 13 are collective hobbies, 
only model planes, woodcraft, paint- 
ing and photography are creative 
hobbies. — National Stamp News.

Those 
who knew him will never forget his 
kindly humour and his unassuming 
goodness.

Now that the holidays are over 
and cooler weather is here we can 
turn our thoughts once more to 
stamps. What will be the theme of 
this year’s collecting? Two years ago 
1t was the O.H.M.S. overprints, a 
year ago, Capex and plate 6 of the 
4c orange.

“impossibles” — truly a wonderful 
accomplishment! 

The Red Cross stamp I thought 
very pretty. Too bad it didn't have 
the red plate number too! Its arrival 
prompts me to look backward to the 
issues of last year, particularly to 
Capex set. The five cent is already 
obsolete and should be very good in- 
deed. (I was very happy to pick up 
four sheets of this at a Post Office 
recently!). Going further back, I was 
not surprised to see the large price 
increases in a Toronto dealer's cata- 
logue on three items I have often 
mentioned in this column (I refer to 
plate blocks). They are the one cent 
orange of 1930, the ten cent library 
of the same year, and the three cent 
red War Issue. 

Was much interested in Paul 
Brown’s article on “Brass Post Office 
Seals” in BNA Topics for June. Any- 


thing he writes is certain to be in- 
teresting. Two other writers whom 
I never fail to read with interest are 
Dr. James C. Goodwin, author of the 
fascinating “Post Horn and Saddle 
Bag” column, dealing with pre-ad- 
hesive and stampless covers, and 
Frank W. Campbell, whose vast 
erudition in the field of postal his- 
tory compels my admiration.
